)P Auatria'a Weakness. 

' The Austrian , Government aflecia to con- 
sider the meeting of the German Soveteisns 
at Katlen an event of inferior importance, 
but ilie aristocratic party is of opinion that 
Count Reciiberg will find it exceedingly 
difliciiit to refrain the croiind which has been 
lost. The Minister-President has recently 
|)een signally defeated at home by the 
Reiohsrath and by the Hungarian Protest- 
Jnts, and abroad by more than one of the 
European Governments, fo that his position 
is not an enviable one. The Hechberg Cab- 
inet gave laws to the Hunirarian Prote.-.iants 
livhicti it was unable to enlorce, and not long 
kfterwards it made regulations for the en- 
larged lleichsrath which the new members 
«f that body refused to observe, .'^pecia 
commissions have been formed by order of 
the predont Cabinet, but few of them h;ive 
tendered much service to the .Sltite. as they 
have had to tiike cognizance of matters 
which are within the sphere of action of the 
provincial Diets, and soimer or later mest be 
settled by those bodies. The commissions 
for exatninini; into the proposed municipal 
laws dill liood nowhere; but in Hungary they 
served to wiiien the bresch between the in- 
.habiliints of that province tind the Austrian 
■Government. The National Debt and lind- 
«et commissions have furnished the Reich- 
sra'h with valuable materials, but the com- 
mission for examining into the systern of 
taxation appears to have taken a great deal 
of trouble to veiv little purpose. The pre- 
sent Cabinet has been even less siieeessfii 
abroad than at home. At the be^;lllIllN^' ol 
iho present year it concluded a treiily ol alli- 
ance with Home and Naples, and it is now 
unable to keep the engagements which a 
entered inlo. About three weeks a-o the 
Emperor was strongly inclined to render 
material assistance to the King of Naples 
and orders were i,isued for the movement nt 
Stoops : but, foriunately for himself, His Ma- 
jesty suddenly resolved not tu send any of 
his forces out of the country. It is not un- 
likely that France and England gave Austria 
to understand that they had a great objeclioti 
to her nie.l(llin« with tlie internal allaiis ol 
the kingdom of Naples. 

The exertions of Count Hechberg to im- 
prove the relations between Austria aii l 
Kiissia havi" not been attended with any 
..()od result, but he lias succeeded in widen- 
Tng the bieach between Pru»sm and this 
Country. In conse()uence of the enconrage- 
•ment which he recoived from the Austrian 
Cabinet the Elector of Hosso iinposcd a 
new constitution on hi* subjects, who can. 
iidcr themselves an exceedingly il -u-cd 
people, as they in truth are. Couiil Kecli- 
berg's next step was to oppose I'riissia when 
fihe nroiiosed that a change should be made 
in what is technically called " the military 
orgnni/alion of the liund." Austria ni.iiiiiL:e<l 
to get a majority, but her triumph is hkely 
lo be short-lived, for some of her most indu- 
»'ntial suppoilers have gDnn over to Prussia. 
In the speech which the I'rinno Ilegent ad- 
dressed to his fed.;ral allies, His Royal 
Highness oxpresiod a hope that "sotno 
mote" of the G^&a governments would 
take the Prussian view of things, which 
nhrnse must mean that Prussia is now tole- 
rably sure of being able to command a itib- 
joiity. Ill ilie cmir-e ol this week, the Mm- 
IJiters of the larger Federal Stales will go to 
Baden, where llioy will confer with ihn 
inililn.-y rienipoteiitiaiins sent by Austria 
and I'liiHsia to the Itund. This meeting 
would seem lo indicate that Austrin will 
yield lo I'liiitsia in the matter of the mili- 
tary orgniii/iilioii.

TiiK Great Sea Seupent.— The British 
Banner has beat the American flag, and has 
actually got dominion over the "tarnal 
snake" at lust. The following extract from 
the log of the bark British Banner will give 
some idea of the strength and size of the 
monster of the deep : , , , 

" On the 25th of April, in lat. 12 degs., , 
mins. E., Ions. 93 degs., 52 mins. S., felt a 
strong sensation as if the ship were trem- 
bling. Sent the second mate to see what 
was up ; the latter called out to me to go 
up the fore rigging and look over the hows 
I did so, and saw an enormous serpent .shak- 
ing the bowsprit w'lh his mouth. There 
were about thirty feet of the serpent out of 
the water, and I could see his tail in the 
water abaft of onr stern ; must have been at 
least three hundred feet long; was about 
the circumference of a very wide crinolira 
petticoat, with black back, shaggy mane, 
horns on his forehead, and large glaring 
eyes placed rather near the nose, and jaws 
about eight feet long. He did not observe 
nie, andcoiiliniicd slnikingthe bowsprit and 
throwing the .sea nlongsiile into a foam iinlil 
the former came clear away of the ship. The 
sernenl was powerful enough, although the 
ship was carrying all sail, and going at 
about six- knots at the time he attackeil us, 
to stop her way completely. When the bow- 
sprit, with the jibbom, sails and rigging, 
went by the board, the monster swallowed 
the foretop-mast stay-sail, and the liyina- 
iib with great apparent etise ! he also snap- 
ped the thickest of the rigging asmuler like 
thread. He sheared off a httle after this, 
and returned apparently to scratch himself 
against the side of the ship, making a most 
exiraordinary noise, resembling that on 
hoard a .steamer when the boilers are blow- 
iii.' olf. A whale breathed withi,n,a mil_e of 
the sliipat this time, and the serpent darted 
off after it like a flush of lightning, striking 
the vessel with its tail, and staving in all 
the starboaril quarter ijallcy. Saw no more 
,d ii, but canghi a vming one in the after- 
noon, anil brought it on to Melbourne.— 
William Tayler, master, P.ritisn lianiier."— 
(■f .zellc, Port Louis, Mauritius. (The Hiin- 
ner arrived at Liverpool, March 18th, and is 
now in the Albert Dock. Capt. Tayler de- 
clares that the above statement is perfectly 
correct.)

Preeedenoe. 

We observe tliut Ihe qut;slion of proco- 
iJuncB at lliB levees of the J'riiice of Wale.H 
has been the subject of very lively iliscus- 
sions in the Lower I'rovince.s. The moinon- 
toiis qiiesiioii — to Bome— -appears to be 
chiefly coiiiitied to the presentation of the 
ministers of various religious bodies. The 
position is taken by some, parties that 
Church of England bishops should take pre. 
cedenoe to Catholic bishops, and that dis 
seating ministers should bring up the rear. 
Others are willing that Anglioan bishops 
only kIiouU be ranked on the table of pre- 
cedenoe, so long as Church and State are 
united in F-ngland, and that the clergy of 
olher detiotninations be received as private 
genilRMieii. There are .-till others who are 
not di.siDsed to recognise either, except as 
private gentlemen ; and the order oi Ihelf 
reception to be on the printjiple of "first 
come first served." How the matter was 
to bo determined was not settled at last ac- 
counts. Local politics, however, to a very 
large extent, will govern the order of . presen- 
tation ; and the beneSl to the parly in pow- 
er, for the time, we presame, will have more 
weight than the real merits oif the question, 
although there is not wanting a large body 
who are not disposed to ignore the latter. 

So far as we are aware, we have not yet 
been nfHioted with religious atrungles for 
" the highest seat in the synagogue ;'' and it 
should be our policy to steer clear of them 
entirely. We entirely concur in the non- 
recognition of either, e.vceiit as private gen- 
tlemen. Whoever onmes lirst should ht: 
first presented. Whether the Lord liishoj) 
with letters patent lo savo aouls, or llio mi- 
tred successor of the apostle Peter, with 
traditionary power to bind on earth and 
loose in Heaven,' or the humblest and most 
•elf-denying, self-loving, dissenting clergy- 
man, who by precept and example le- 
nounoes the pomp and circumstance of 
mundane things to obtain a more e.valted 
position " beyond the bounds of time and 
space," — no difierence should be inrnJe be- 
tween them. The Slate should recognise 
no man's religion as a passport to the royal 
or vice-royal presence. " LorJ^i spiritual and 
loiiiporal'' look their ri.se in a ruder ii^e 
than ours; and although ihey still have 
a shadowy e.vistenco in the inulher couniry, 
ihe .spirit of the times predicts their He|i;ira- 
lion. Here, under our colonial sysiern. they 
have no constitutional connection. Did a 
Aono Jide connection exist between the es- 
tablisbed church and this colony, then the 
head of the Anglican church might claim a 
seat in the Legislative Council by viriuo of 
being a lord spiritual. Although we may 
deem ourselves forlunalein being e.vempted 
from all seclarian jealousies on lhat score, 
slill we diller entirely with that chi^s of 
politicians hen- or elsewhere, who would 
deny to mini.stert* oi ndi;,'i(]n, when tcrn- 
poially qiialilii'd, the right to .--it in either 
hrancli of the legihlature. becaii-n they hear 
allet;i.iiice lo ■' the Kkih (d the Jews." Dur 
jiohljcs is based on a betlei foundation. 
Whoever can best serve the stale should fill 
the |)ost ol iru.st. Such men, if ministers, 
the government should recognise as the 
Hon. Able Statesman, member of the Leg- 
islative Council, or as Praolical Common 
sense Esq., member of the Assembly. Their 
religious belief or profession should never 
enter further into the question of whether 
they should bo eligible 10 the Legislature, 
than il thuy were morohunls or mariners, 
mechanics or capitalists. No man sbouUl 
be excluded iiom poliiiral lights owing to 
the way ho gels hi.i living, provided ho 
yets it hono.illy. Hy the i-nnu: lule, no mail 
should take ini'i'edence ol aiiolher, except 
on Ihegroiiiul ol pulilical piisiliiui, 111 oil the 
principle of " tir.'<t come (iiht .-iorved."

Money a Drug. 

A late number of the San Francisco Jiiil- 
letin says money in that vicinity has become 
a drug in the market; and tliat the golde.v- 
porls for the current year will fall short of 
the shipments of any provious year since 
1850, by about S(>,000,000. The cause of 
this heavy falling olf the JiuUetin ascribes 
to the fact that California is producing a 
large variety of articles required for home 
consumption that in years past had been 
brought lo the State from abroad. The mer- 
chandise e.vpotts of; San. Francisco are won- 
derfully increased this year— say S;;i,OO0,000. 
Victoria is the best customer Caliioriiia has, 
and the tirst quarter's exports to this place 
in 18G0, amoiiMted lo S356|<J28. The reniaiu- 
ing three quarters will doubtless exceed that 
amount ; and it is fair to presume lhat Vic- 
toria will have drawn from Sun Francisoo, 
at the close of the cuireiit year, §1,300,000 
worth of merchandise. Speaking of the 
fiieility with which money can be obtained 
now, compared with that of former years, 
the Bulletin says : 

Any one who will take the trouble to in- 
quire' of money-brokers and real estate 
agents concerning the ease and cheapness 
with which loans can be obtained on good 
landed securily,will find additional evidence 
thai capital is almost begging ernployinent. 
As instances, we liear of a loan ol S IO.OOO, 
secured by niorlgage on city properly, at 1 
per cent, per monlli. Another loan ol S20,- 
000, at the same rale, for one year. A loan 
of StjOjOOl) has recently been made for three 
years, the interesl being Ijper cent, per 
month fur the first year, l ] for the second 
year, and 1 per cent for the third— the secu- 
lity being a large ranch in a neighboring 
county. This last is regarded as an exceed- 
ingly good loau for the capitalist : but ranch 
security, however good, does not meet so 
much favor us city properly, and hence hi^jh- 
er rates of interest are reciuired. 

It is also stated mat .some of the bankers 
are feeling the necessity of reducing the 
rates of interest, and probably to a c(jiisider- 
able e.vtenl, such reduction has already 
taken place — at least, it would not be diih- 
cult to obtain loans from some of the banks 
at 1),' per cent, per month; where the cus- 
tomer's credit stands beyond all reasuiiabla 
question. It may be well to coii-sider at this 
time whether the period has not arrived 
when a general reduction of interest is not 
called for. Why should not our merchaiils 
of the most undoubted wealth be alloweil 
bank accoiiirnodallon at 1.'/' per cent, per 
month, when real estate holders can borrow 
at 1 per cent If the liank of England
